Jordanian official advocates 
Arab-U.S. 6 corrective dialogue ’

WASHINGTON. May 6 — A 
key adviser to Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein has called for an urgent “cor- 
rective dialogue" between the 
Arabs and the United States to 
bridge the “fundamental gap” 
that has developed in the wake of 
the Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

Abdul Hamid Sharaf, chief of 
the Jordanian Royal Court and 
one of Hussein’s top foreign policy 
advisers, made his appeal for 
“flank and serious communica- 
tion between the Arabs and the 
United States'* in a speech Satur- 
day night before the seventh 
annual convention of the National 


Association of Arab Americans 
(NAAA). 

Sharaf, who will be meeting 
with U.S. officials over the next 
few days, cited historical and con- 
ceptual' reasons for the gap of 
understanding between the Arabs 
and America. 

The historical source of the cur- 
rent misunderstanding was 
America's ““decidedly partisan" 
unvolue and commitments in the 
Palestine question and the Arab- 
Israeli dispute since the creation 
of the State of Israel, he said. 

The Jordanian official 
described the traditional U.S. pol- 
icy of maintaining a “‘balance of 
power*' between Israel and the 
Arab states as “a mechanical and 


Iran considering oil 
embargo against Egypt 


TEHRAN, May 6 (R)— Iranis 
considering imposing an oil 
boycott on Egypt, Deputy Prime 
Minister Amir Entezam said Sun- 
day. 

Addressing a press briefing, 
Entezam gave do further details 
except to say that the revolutio- 
nary government was studying the 
possibility of a boycott. 

In Cairo, an Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said any oil 
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embargo imposed by Iran would 
have no effect on Egypt because it 
did not import ofl from Iran. 

The spokesman said : “ We 
don't import a single drop from 
Iran or any Arab country. Any 
embargo will have no impact on 
Egypt. ” 

Iran broke off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Egypt April 30 in pro- 
test against the recent lsraeli- 
Egyptian peace treaty. 

Since the February revolution, 
Iran has cut off all oil supplies to 
Israel and South Africa. 

On April 30, Iran became the 
first non- Arab muslira country to 
break off diplomatic relations with 
Cairo.

The official urged the formula- 
tion of “a coherent Arab case” in 
America and emphasized the need 
for “a broad and meaningful 
dialogue between the Arab world 
and the American people and 
government based on mutual 
respect." 

Sharaf was speaking at the main 
banquet of the NAAA convention 
late Saturday night.

BEIRUT, May 6 ( AP) — Israeli warplanes bombed and rocketed 
a Palestinian refugee camp in northern Lebanon Sunday, killing four 
civilians and wounding more than 25 others during a wedding party. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) reported that four 
Israeli planes mounted the 15-minute attack-on the Nahr el Bared 
camp near the port city of Tripoli. 

The Lebanese state radio reported that the Israelis also dropped 
bombs over a neighboring Lebanese hamlet east of Nahr el Bared, 60 
miles north of Beirut. 

Meanwhile the phalangjst party's “ Voice of Lebanon” radio 
reported that righist . militiamen and Palestinian commandos were 
locked in a six-hour battle near the southern Lebanese town of 
Marjayoun. 

Maijayoun, five miles north of the Israeli border, is a stronghold 
for renegade army soldiers and right-wing militiamen led by Mai. 
Saad Haddad. 1 

Maj. Haddad last month proclaimed a “ Free Lebanon *’ state in 
his Israeli- backed 50-mile stretch along the northern flank of the 
Jewish state. 

The Phalangjst radio said Haddad's forces 44 beat back an attack by 
Palestinian commandos, who had crossed the JLitani River and 
approached Marjayoun.” 

No details were available from the southern areas.

Saudi aid to Egypt 
$7 billion since ’73

RIYADH, May 6 — Saudi aid to Egypt since toe end of the 1 973 
war has totalled more than $7 billion/ 4 Al- Riyadh” reported Sunday. 

The newspaper, quoting reliable sources, said that despite anti- 
Saudi statements by President Anwar Sadat, the Kingdom plans to 
live up to its pledge to aid toe Egyptian army. 

It said that the pledge was made to Egypt after the 1 973 war in 
which Egyptian soldiers stormed the Bar-Lev Line of fortifications 
on the eastern side of toe Suez Canal “and shattered toe theory of 
Israeli invincibility." 

It said the showing by the Egyptian army in that conflict “had 
greatly encouraged Saudi Arabia to increase its aid to that major 
Arab country.” 

In a May Day speech a week ago, Sadat lashed out sharply at 
Saudi Arabia and said he doubted the Kingdom would honor its 
commitment to finance toe purchase of 50 F-5E jet fighters from the 
United States. 

Saudi officials have already confirmed that toe money for toe 
planes for toe Egyptian Air Force was paid prior to toe March 27 
resolutions of an Arab foreign and Economic Ministers meeting in , 
. Baghdad v-hich voted to clamp ? political and economic embargo on 
Egypt'for signing a separate peace treaty with Israel. 

The newspaper said in its Sunday report that Saudi Arabia had 
at times given aid to Sadat’s government precedence over its own 
development projects. 

Some 35 separate agreements have been concluded with Egypt 
since the end of the 1 973 war, the newspaper said, and tbe figure of 
$7 billion, does not include any aid given to Egypt prior to 1973 nor

Among Saudi aid projects there, it said, are:

— Bilateral ventures such as toe Saudi Egyptian Organization 
for Land Reclamation and toe Saudi- Egyptian Industrialization Co., 
both funded entirely in hard cash by toe government.

Egyptians may not attend Fez conference 
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CAIRO, May 6 (Agencies) — 
Egypt’s participation in the 
Islamic foreign ministers’ meeting 
in Morocco appeared in doubt 
Sunday, as a result of its peace 
treaty with Israel. 

A foreign ministry spokesman 
said the government was awaiting 
toe arrival of an official of toe 
Islamic Conference Secretariat, 
said to be carrying a message on 
toe country’s participation. 

An Egyptian delegation, led by 
Deputy Prime Minister Hassan 
Tohami, was to have left Saturday 
to attend Tuesday s opening of the 
meeting but its departure was 
postponed at toe last minute. 

The Libya News Agency 
reported Sunday that Morocco 
had formally told Egypt not to 
send a delegation but this was 
denied by the Moroccan govern- 
ment Such consultations between 
member states here made through 
toe conference secretariat, a 
Rabat government spokesman 
said. 

Meanwhile, Israeli and Egyp- 
tian military delegations held a 
second meeting Sunday in the 
Sinai town of El Arish to discuss 
Israel's withdrawal from toe Sinai 
Peninsula. 

But in Tel Aviv, IsraeF s cabinet 
reacted to Cairo' s call for an Arab 
meeting to discuss toe future of 
Jerusalem by issuing a strong 
statement reaffirming its determi- 
nation not to relinquish the east- 
ern half of toe city which it cap- 
tured and annexed in 1967. 

‘'Jerusalem is the eternal, 
united, indivisible capital of the 


state of Israel,” said Cabinet Sec- 
retary Ary eh Naor. “Unlike the 
period of the Jordanian occupa- 
tion, there exists in Jerusalem 
total freedom of access for Jews, 
Christians and Muslims- to their 
respective holy places. Thus shall 
it always be.” 

Arab states insist that tbe Arab 
half of toe holy city roust be 
returned to Arab sovereignty, and 
Egypt has proposed that Arab 
leaders meet to discuss tbe issue. 

El Arish residents, happy that 
Israels 12-year occupation is 
about to end, cheered the military 
delegations and mobbed a busload 
of. Egyptian journalists who 
arrived to cover the event, tbe 
state radio said. 

The delegations planned a day 
of discussion sand tours of the area 
before returning home. They were 
to return to El Arish Monday for 
more talks. 

Brig. Gen. Dov Sion, head of 
the Israeli delegation, said the 
meetings showed the two former 
enemies “ are able to work 
together to make the peace treaty 
a reality.” 

“We are happy that you are 
happy to return and that the resi- 
dents are receiving you with bles- 
sings,” Sion told toe Egyptians. 

Israel radio said toe joint com- 
mittee would set up subcommit- 
tees to-deal with reopening toe El 
Arish civilian airport, setting up 
communications between Israel 
and Egypt and marking the new 
frontier in Sinai.

HONG KONG, May 6 (R) — 
Chin a Sunday accused Vietnam of 
planting time bombs aboard 
refugee ships leaving Ho Chi Minh 
city so they would explode on the 
open sea, killing those aboard. 

The New China News Agency 
said in a broadcast monitored here 
that hundreds of bodies had been 
found along the South Vietnam- 
ese coast line near the mouth of 
the Saigon i River. 

It quoted Chinese nationals and 
ethnic Chinese from Vietnam as 
saying that the Hanoi authorities 
had tried to export money from 
refugees before they left the coun- 
try. 

The agency also said the Viet- 
namese authorities had planted 
the bombs on refugee ships, tim- 
ing them to explode on the open 
sea in order to bury the refugees in 
the sea “together with evidence of 
the authorities crimes." 

“In this way the Vietnamese 
authorities got money and 
escapted condemnation by world 
public opinion. Do zensof corpses, 
sometimes hundreds of corpses, 
were often found off the coast, off 
Saigon (now Ho Chi Minh City.)'' 
;the agency added. > 

China's accusations followed 
the latest round of peace talks on 
Friday when negotiators from the 
two neighboring Communist 
states failed to make any progress. 

The talks are aimed at estab- 
lished normal relations again fol- 
lowing the month-long border war 
earlier this year. 

Even before the war relations 
became soured when Peking 
accused Hanoi of harassing and 
expelling thousands of Chinese 
nationals and ethnic Chinese from 
Vietnam. 

Earlier Sunday the agency said 
Hanoi was continuing its policy of 
expelling Chinese, saying that 
about 20,000 had been sent by 


land and sea into China’s Guangxi 
Province since April. 

Saturday, Vietnam handed a list 
of 240 Chinese prisoners of war to 
Peking’s delegation at peace talks 
between the two countries in 
Hanoi, but the Chinese refused to 
accept the list. Radio Hanoi 
reported. 

It said die list included 45 
wounded soldiers and 44 officers 
and non-commissioned officers 
captured between February 17 
and April 17. 

They were captured in five 
northern Vietnamese provinces 
attacked by China in the month- 
long war which began on February 
17. 

Radio Hanoi said the Chinese 
delegation not only refused to 
accept the list, but continued to 
refer the exchange of prisoners 
problem to the red cross of the two 
countries. 

The total number of Chinese 
prisoners in Vietnam is not 
known, but Hanoi has said its 
forces “ put out of action" — pre- 
sumbly meaning killed, wounded 
or captured — 62,000 Chinese 
troops. 

Estimates of the number of Vie- 
tnamese prisoners in China range 
between 2,000 and and 5,000. 

At Friday peace talks session, 
China told Vietnam it must with- 
draw 200,000 troops stationed in 
Kampuchea (Cambodia) and 
Laos and do “some useful and 
practical work" to restore rela- 
tions with Peking. 

Hanoi’s chief negotiator, Vice 
Foreign Minister Phan Hien, 
rejected Chinese preconditions 
for a normalization of relations 
and the demand that Vietnam 
withdraw troops from Kam- 
puchea. The' Vietnam News 
Agency, which reported Hien's 
rejection, made no mention of 
Laos.

MOSCOW, May 6 ( AP) — The 
Soviet Communist Party news- 
paper 11 Pravda” said Sunday that a 
“sober-minded realist viewpoint” 
about the need for a new arms 
limitation agreement with the 
United States is gaining the upper 
hand in the Carter administration. 

Writing in the weekly interna- 
tional review," Soviet commen- 
tator Nikolai Prozhogin noted that 
negotiations on the long-awaited 
treaty to limit strategic arms are 
now “coming to an end” and will 
be" welcomed" by both the Soviet 
and the American people. 

The article had high praise for 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. Prozhogin said Vance 
understands that the world is 
changing from the time when 
America i had strategic domina- 
tion to what the U.S. official now 


terms “an era of stable strategic 
balance." 


Pravda said, “Judging by all 
events, at least the sober-minded 
realist viewpoint is winning in the 
circles of the current American 
administration." 


MOSCOW, May 6 (R) — The 
Kremlin, concerned about the 
spread of Western ideas among 
the Soviet Union's 262 million 
people, has ordered a major over- 
haul of ideological propaganda. 

A Communist Party resolution, 
issued by the official Tass news 
agency Saturday referred to 
“weaknesses and shortcomings, 
some of them very substantial” in 
the fields of information, educa- 
tion and propaganda. 

In particular it called on the 
press, television and radio — all 
centrally controlled by the Com- 
munist Party — to improve their 
reporting on domestic and foreign 
issues. 

Some television broadcasts on 
foreign affairs have already been 
revamped following criticism by 
President Leonid Brezhnev in a 
speech to the party central com- 
mittee last November. 

Saturday’s resolution, which 
referred to a“ sharpening ideolog- 
ical struggle in the international 
arena," appeared to reflect con- 
cern that the Kremlin migh t be los- 
ing the battle of ideas among its 
own citizens, who increasingly 
tune - in to foreign radio broad- 
casts. 


Party propagandists and official 
media chiefs have often been 
ordered in past years to improve 
their work, but few real changes 
have been apparent. 

The resolution said propaganda 
by imperialism — a reference to 
the West — and the “Peking 
chauvinists and aggressors," were 
making a non-stop rabid ons- 
laught on the minds of the Soviet 
people. 

The most refined methods and 
technical means were being used 
to “spread slander about Soviet 
reality, blacken socialism and 
beautify the plundering, inhuman 
policies of imperialism." 

Foreign radio broadcasts from 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, the Voice of America, the 
Deutsche Welle and other stations 
are for most Soviet citizens the 
only source of information which 
bypasses censorship. 

Despite the 1975 Helsinki 
agreements, which envisaged 
wider exchanges of newspapers 
and magazines in Europe, the only 
foreign periodicals and papers 
regularly on sale at Soviet kiosks 
are Communist ones. 

One of the main tasks of Soviet 
mass media was to teach people to 


see through false propaganda 
from the West and to “carry the 
truth to the world about the 
world’s first country of victorious 
socialism," the resolution said. 


NEWARK, N J. May 6 ( AP) — 
A federal judge was to leave Sun- 
day on a special mission to West 
Germany to preside at a 'Unique 
skyjacking trial that will be held at 
an American air base in a made- 
to-order courtroom. 

U.S. District Judge Herbert 
Stem, a federal judge in New 
Jersey since 1973, was selected by 
the State Department to preside at 
the long-dormant U.S. Court of 
Berlin, the wartime court created 
after World War II by Allied 
military authorities. 

The special court is being 
reconvened for the first time in 25 
years to handle the diplomatically 
sensitive case against two East 
Germans charged with hijacking a 
Polish airliner and forcing it to 
land at an American air base. 

They were charged with hijack- 
ing the plane, en route from 
Glansk, Poland, to East Berlin, at 
gunpoint last August and forcing it 
to land at the Tempelhauf U.S. 
Air Force Base in Berlin.

Carter pays goodwill visit 
to John Wayne at hospital 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP) 
— U.S. President Jimmy Carter’s 
top officials, hoping to reach a 
didsion by May 14 on the best way 
to deploy a new long-range mis- 
sile, are reviewing a list of five 
options, sources said Saturday 
night. 


LOS ANGELES, May 6 (AP) 
— President Jimmy Carter visited 
actor John Wayne at UCLA Med- 
ical Center Saturday, to tell him 
“be had the love, affection and 
prayers of not only everybody in 
our own nation, but of millions of 
persons around the world." 

Carter met with the veteran 
actor for about 15 minutes, stop- 
ping at the medical center on his 
way to the airport. Wayne, 
71,-was in stable condi- 
tion, recovering from an operation 
on his intestines which showed 
traces of cancer. Seven members 
of Wayne's family were in the pri- 
vate room with Carter. 

In brief remarks outside the 
hospital. Carter said Wayne “was 
in good spirits.. .and made several 
jokes and thanked everybody for 
loving him so much.” 


Carter was greeted at the hospi- 
tal by administrator Bernard 
Strohm. 

Since being told he has more 
cancer, Wayne volunteered for an 
experimental medical program 
that may not save him, bot could 
help others in the future. 

Strohm said the program 
Wayne had volunteered for was 
“experimental medicine," in 
which doctors are “searching for 

the unkn own.” 

“They are searching for the 
answer to this tragic riddle," he 
said. 

The actor probably will remain 
hospitalized for several weeks, 
Strohm said.

tem was out of service. 

“A red i maintenance) tag was 
lying across part of one of the 
lights. And on the control room 
operators said this possibly 
blocked part of the lights. They 
don't know for sure and neither do 
we,’’ said Wright. 

Auxiliary pumps kicked on 
automatically to provide cooling 
water. Bat the flow was blocked 
by two valves that had been man- 
ually closed during maintenance 
operations two weeks before the 
accident, a violation of U.S. Nuc- 
lear Regulatory Commission regu- 
lations.

NAIROBI May 6 (AP) — 
President Yusnfu Lnle has repor- 
tedly offered Uganda's former 
crvihari head of state Dr. Milton 
Obote a diplomatic post in an 
apparent effort to prevent his 
return to domestic politics, the 
“Nairobi Tunes” reported Sun- 
day.

Profiles of Britain’s new senior cabinet 


LONDON, May 6 (AP) — 
Sketches of leading British cabinet 
ministers appointed Saturday: 

William Whitelaw, -home sec- 
retary — bom in 1918 at ffairia, 
Scotland, William Stephen Ian 
Whitelaw was educated at Win- 
chester College and Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he 
studied law and history, graduat- 
ing in 1939. 

In World War II he served as an 
officer in the Scots Guards Tank 
Battalion and was awarded the 
Military Cross in Normandy and 
was twice Mentioned in Dis- 
patches. He intended to make the 
army his career but resigned in 
1947 to take up farming near 
Glasgow. 

After trying twice, in 1950 and 
1951, to enter parliament, be was 
elected in 1959 and served on the 
Parliamentary transport Commit- 
tee. 

In 1956 be became Parliamen- 
tary Private Secretary at the board 
trade, moving later to the Treas- 
ury. In 1962 he was parliamentary 
private secretary to the ministry of 
labor until the Conservatives lost 
office in 1964. 

In 1970 he became Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council and Tory 
leader of the House. In 1972 he 
was named Secretary for Northern 
Ireland and in 1973 Secretary for 
Employment until the cabinet res- 
igned in 1974. 

In opposition he was spokes- 
man for employment. When Mrs. 
Thatcher was elected leader of the 
party, she made Whitelaw her 
deputy-leader and he became 
spokesman on the thorny question 
of devolution. He was chairman of 
the Conservative Party between 
1974 and 1975. 

He is married and has four 
daughters. 

Lord Carrington foreign com- 
monwealth secretary. Peter Alex- 
ander Rupert Baron Carrington, 
Only son of the 5th Lord Carring- 
ton, was bom in 1919 at Bledlow, 
near Aylesbury, and was educated 
at Eton, the Royal Military Col- 
lege at SanshursL He serve'd in the 
Grenadier Guards throughout 
World War H, taking part in the 
European campaign. He was 
awarded the Military Cross. After 
the war he took up fanning. 

He took his place in the House 
of Lords on the death of his father 
in 1938, and became opposition 
whip. In 1951 he became Joint 
Parliamentary Secretary at foe 
Ministry of Agriculture and 


Fisheries. In 1954 he became par- 
liamentary secretary to the Minis- 
try of Defense. In 1956 he was 
appointed high commissioner in 
Australia. 

• In that year he became First 
Lord of the Admiralty. In 1963 
Minister without portfolio and 
Conservative leader in the Lords. 

Sir Geoffrey Howe, chancellor 
of the exchequer — bom in 1926 
in Pbrt Talbot, Wales, Richard 
Edward Geoffrey Howe was edu- 
cated at Winchester College and 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, where he 
graduated in law.

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PAN-ARABISM 


With the dismissal of Mukarram Jamal, the last Commun- 
ist minister in the Iraqi cabinet, Baghdad has effectively dis- 
solved tiie Baatirist-Communist alliance, and has set itself on a 
course that is expected to put its relations with the Soviet 
Union to a severe test. 

The dismissal of Mr. Jamal is latest in a series of moves 
Thar have strained Baghdad's relation with Moscow in the last 
year. The crackdown on Communists in Iraq started with the 
execution of 21 members of the armed forces last year for 
forming Communist cells in the service. The executions were 
followed by the closure of the Communist Party newspaper 
and the dismissal of earlier this year of another Co mmuni st 
minister, Amer Abdullah, and the execution of a further 27 
armed forces members on the same charges. 

The Iraqi actions are certain to raise Soviet anxieties that 
have been gradually fueled by the loss of important allies in a 
region in which Moscow once enjoyed an almost free hand. 
The Iraqi-Soviet rift also raises the question of Soviet-Syrian 
relations, which have been passing through another “dif- 
ficult” phase despite statements from Damascus and Moscow 


to the contrary. 

There appears to be an awareness in the two northern 
Arab countries that the advantages of the Soviet link are 
highly questionable, because the Soviets, like the Americans, 
view countries and areas from a perspective of global strategy 
where there is little allowance for national needs or aspira- 
tions. It has taken the Arabs long to realize this fact but it is 
finally dawning upon them that the only friends of the Arabs, 
are the Arabs themselves. 

like its American counterpart, Soviet assistance to Arab 
countries — and for that matter to all developing countries — 
carries with it a degree of restriction on political and economic 
actions that would reader the recipient countries practically 
hostage to the strategy of the donor. It is this particularly 
unfo rtunate aspect of assi&anoe that is drawing Arab coun- 
tries away from their former friends and allies in the East and 
in the West. 

But this disillusio nment can prove to be the catalyst that 
would draw the Arabs together and make them shed their 
ideological differences and adopt a pan-Arab policy created 
by the Arabs for the Arabs. Such a policy does not necessarily 
imply isolation from the outside world, but it would constitute 
a reassertion of a long-lost Arab identity that should be re- 
established if this area is to survive the turbulent winds of 
“detente.”

Kurds threaten 


Iranian unity

-The patchwork qu3t of different ethnic groups which 
Reza Shah, father of the deposed monarch, bayonet-stitched 
into modem Iran is beginning to come apart at the seams. 

Farsi- speaking Persians in the heartland have always 
been outnumbered by the minorities on the borders of tile 
country. But when he took command in the 1 920s Reza Shah 
ensured by bribes and coercion that Kurds, Baluchis, Turko- 
mans, Azerbaijanis — who also speak a Turkish dialect — and 
Arabic-speakers from the Khuzestan oil fields along the Iraqi 
border accepted the authority of central government. 

Now all these groups are demanding, with varying 
emphasis, that they should be allowed a degree of autonomy 
never permitted under the Shah. To date the government of 
Dr. Mehdi Bazargan has shown no more inclination to fulfil 
these demands than the departed Shah. 

In the two months since the revolution swept Ayatollah 
Khomeini into power there have been numerous d ashes bet- 
ween minorities and Islamic militiamen or army units trying to 
exert the will of the revolutionary authorities. 

The most recent have occurred in Kurdistan in the 
northwest of the country. Kurdish leaders are claiming that 
murderous inter-communal fighting between Kurds and 
Azerbaijanis has claimed five hundred Kurdish lives. 

The Kurds complain that army units sent to impose a 
ceasefire on the warring communities have been far from 
impartial and, on at least one occasion, have opened fire on a 
Kurdish village from helicopter gunships. 

Ahmad Ghazi, a senior membeT of the Kurdish Democ- 
ratic Party (Iranian branch) who came to the capital to put his 
people's case to the Revolutionary Council, said that six peo- 
ple were killed when the gunships fired on the village of 
AJibad near the town of Naghndeh, which has been the scene 
of the bitterest fighting. An I ranian newspaper has reported 
that the river r unning through the town has become polluted 
by the dead. 

Hundreds of Kurdish refugees have flocked to Mahabad, 
a traditional Kurdish stronghold, from where one traveller 
reported that the Kurds have armed themselves “like a milit- 
ary division” with tanks, mortars bazookas, and anti-aircraft 
guns. Since the revolution and the disintegration of many 
army units weapons of all kinds are available in Iran. * 

Of all the minorities the Kurds are the most militant and, 
in the present uncertainty the country, offer the greatest 
threat of starting a process of Balkanization which could tear 
Iran apart. They are the fourth most numerous people in the, 
Middle East and constitute one of the largest races in the 
world without a nation-state. Their mountainous territory 
spans five countries: Turkey, Iraq, and Iran,, with smaller 
communities in Syria and the Soviet Union. 

. Because these governments tend to play down their 
numbers and the Kurds tend to exaggerate them, nobody is 
really sure how many of them there are. The majority live in 
Turkey, where the estimates vary from just over three million 
to eight million. Iran comes next with a Kurdish population 
estimated at between 1,800,000 and five million. 

For years they have always exploited any moment of 
weakness in these five countries to try and break away from 
central government. In Turkey they were ruthlessly suppres- 
sed by Kemal Ataturk, the man Reza Shah modeled himself 
on, and at one point their very existence -was denied. They 
were described as “mountain Turks who have forgotten their 
language.” 

Under the leadership of the Kurdish nationalist leader. 
Mullah Mustafa Barzani, who died recently of cancer in the 
United States, they fought a long campaign against the British 
in Iraq before World War II. In 1946 the Soviet Union sup- 
ported Barzani when he established an independent Kurdish 
state — “The Mahabad Republic” — on Iran's northern bor- 
der. But when the Western Allies persuaded Stalin to with- 
draw his troops the Iranians crushed the republic and hanged 
some of its leaders. 

Barzani escaped to Russia to emerge in the late fifties and 
for the next 20 years fought, with intermissions, another long, 
losing campaign with the Iraqis. 

During this time the Realpolitik of the area resulted in a 
major change of allegiances. Barzani was made an honorary 
general in the Red Army and became known as the “Red 
Mullah.” During his last campaign, in the early 1970s, he was 
backed against the Baathist regime in Iraq, then Russia's 
staunchest ally in the Middle East, by the Shah, the CIA and 
the Israelis. He was finally compromised by the 1975 peace 
kiss between the Shah and Iraq’s Saddam Hussein in Algiers 
and went off to the U.S. to die. 

In the last two years the Kurds - have reopened their rebel- 
lion in Iraq and the fighting has spilled over into Turkey, 
whose present economic and military instability makes the 
idea of a Kur dish insurre ction a very worrying o ne ind eed. • 

Because they always realised how futile it was to take on 
five nation-states, Kurdish leaders like Barzani always shied 
away from launching a proper pan-Kurdish movement. 
Instead, as in Iran, they ask to be included in a federal system 
where the central government win look after defense and 
major finance, but they will have their own police and gen- 
darmerie, their own newspapers, and the right to teach Kurd- 
ish as a first language in their schools. 

It is understandable, however, that in Iran's present 
weakened condition and with memories of the Mahabad 
Republic still fresh-in the minds of the old men who now rule 
the country, demands of this kind raise the spectre of complete 
disintegration. — (OFNS)

At the beginning of 1968, Michael Adams went to the Arab 
lands occupied by Israel during the 1967 War and wrote a series of , 
stori es concerning Israel's expropriation of Arab property. These 
articles were sent to "The *Goardians,” one of Britain's most liberal 
newspapers and today one of the most clear-sighted journals on the 
Middle East conflict. 

When Adams wrote foe story that the Israelis destroyed foe 
Palestinian villages of Imwas, Yalu and Beit Nuba, “The G uardi a n ,” 
refused to publish it. Adams argued strongly for the piece, and as a 
result was told that the newspaper would never again publish any- 
thing of his dealing with the Middle East 

“The Guardian” later changed its mind, in part because it sent 
another reporter to the occupied territories to look into the story, 
who confirmed Adams? findings. Today the paper has correspon- 
dents like David Hirst, author of “The Gun and the Olive Branch,” 
covering affairs in the region. 

But if a paper like “The .Guardian” was so skeptical of the story 
as to refuse to publish it and then to dismiss its connection with 
Adams (who covered the Middle East for the paper during the 
1950s), what of the rest of the British media? Worse by far, what of 
the U.S. media? 

By covering up the truth of events in the Middle East, by 
granting Israel “an immuni ty from criticism not extended to any 
other government or people anywhere in the world,” the Western 
media made a large and direct contribution to the October War of 
1973. 

That, in essence, is the diesis of this book. Had it not been for 
this silence — often enforced by Zionist cries of “anli-semitism” and 
cancelled advertisements — Mayhew and Adams argue that the 
British and U.S. media might have provided their readers with an 
earlier understanding that Israel was working in direct opposition to 
their own national interests. 

The only flaw with this thesis, written as it was four years ago, is 
that it assumes the silence is over, and that the truth is coming out 
sufficiently to inform Western audiences. That may be true in Bri- 
tain, although die domestic pre-occupation of both foe government 
and people there hardly witness to it But it is certainly not true in the 
United States. Had-it not been for Anwar Sadat’s skillful use of the 
American media last year (his sole accomplishment on the road 
leading to a separate peace treaty between Egypt and Israel), it is 
difficult to imagine the American . public with even a glimm er of 
unders tanding of the Arab point of view. 

Mayhew was a member of die British Parliament for more than 
25 years, a member of the Labor Party under Foreign Secretary 
Earnest Bevin when Zionism began its terrorism campaign against 
foe British Mandate for Palestine. He has been active as a television 
commentator and author as well, and was repeatedly attacked as an 
anti-semite by Britain’s powerful Zionist lobby. 

Adams is a journalist, the editor of “Middle East Internat ion al” 
and a frequent press commentator on Middle East affairs. His writ- 
ings were so strongly attacked in Britain, and his subsequent rejec- 
tion slips so many, that a would-be British writer on Middle East 
affairs would give pause in considering such a career if Adams is an 
example of what lies ahead. 

“Publish It Not...” shows how the British media habitually used 
Israeli citizens as correspondents in Jerusalem during the 1960s, a 
device that may have saved money but did nothing for providing an 
assurance of objective coverage of Israeli affairs. It shows bow the 
most skillful tool of the Zionists in their pro- Israeli press campaign 
has been the slander of anti-semitism, a charge Mayhew had gone to 
court on two occasions to have retracted and one which can readily 
destroy a career in politics as well as the media. 

In an interesting chapter on “The Guardian” coverage of the 
1956 Suez Crisis, Adams shows how pro-Israeli subscribers and 
advertisers drove the newspaper to the brink of financial chaos 
before other newspapers eventually joined with it in criticising the 


British governmenf s role in that sorry affair. 

There are running battles described here with the BBC, tk- 
“New Statesman; ' foe “Economist” and the “Evening Standard 
over fair-handed treatment of the Middle East situation. And wba 
seems obvious today they take great pains to point out in the book - 
that the Western press has been b^sed, intimidated and racialist inil

U.S. technology malaise

WASHINGTON — The United States has lost 
its world leadership role to Japan in optics, electron 
microscopes mid stainless steels. Korea and Taiwan 
threaten U.S. leadership in man-made fibers, long 
the private province of the American chemical 
industry. U.S. do minatio n of the world's nuclear 
power industry has ended. Sweden, France, West 
Germany and Canada are now major forces in this 
high- technology business. 

Is the. United States losing its edge in technology? 
Is this country suffering what some call an “innova- 
tion recession?” The answer isn't simple. There are 
signs that the United States has never been stronger 
tedmologically, but there axe other signs that the 
United States is lagging and and lagging . badly 
behind the r&t of the world. 

“There are trends that are worrisome” White 
House science adviser Frank Press said in an inter- 
view; “The research . investments of American 
industry axe up..YBut what axe they spending it bn? " 
They are not developing the kinds of new products 
they were famous for” 

One of die most striking examples of lagging U.S: 
technology lies in the business of home video tape 
recorders, whose sales this year will be twice what 
they were a year ago and on the way to becoming a 
billion- dollar business. Not one of the 12 machines 
being sold in America today was made in America, 
even though the U.S. broadcast industry pioneered 
the device. They axe all produced in Japan, even 
those trademarked RCA, GE, Zenith, Magnavox 
and Sylvania. 

. “The Japanese brought the machine down in size 
and price so the consumer could afford it,” said an 
RCA executive who asked not to be named. “Sony 
and Panasonic focused all their technology on this 
machine and they now own the hottest market there 
is in the television industry today.” 

There are other worrisome signs. The three 
largest chemical companies in West Germany last 
year introduced more products than the five largest 
chemical companies in the United States, the first 
time that’s happened since World War II. Japan 
now casts the largest steel ingots in the world, sur- 
passing what American steel companies could do 
five years ago. 

“The SST is French and British, the fast breeder 
k French and Russian and the cameras we carry, the 
TV sets we. watch and the case ties we listen to are 
Japanese.” says General Electric Co.’s Dr. Ivar 
Giaevr, a winner of the Nobel Prize in physics. “It’s 
no wonder we're Worried” 

So worried is the White House that it has split 1 00 
of America’s technological leaders into six task 
forces to assess where the United States stands' 
among the world’s innovators. There assessments 
will be passed cm for review to 28 federal agencies 
for comment, then on to universities and public 
interest groups for still more comment 

“If we're losing ouredge. we want to know where 
we’re losing it and why we're losing it” said the 
White House’ ^ Press. 

“What I think this study will show is that we're 
strong in high technologies like aircraft and com- 
puters and not so strong in middle-level tech- 
nologies like chemicals and electrical machinery.”' 

Statistics tell a confusing tale about whether 
American ingenuity is in decline or not. Fewer 
patents were granted by the U.S. Patent Office to 
Americans last year than at any time in the last 15 


years, but in the field of electronics, where inven- 
tion is commonplace, fewer scientists are applying 
for patents. 

“An invention in electronics can be obsolete in 
the two or so years it takes to be patented,” says 
“Science'' magazine. “By that time, the company 
filing the patent can have lost whatever edge it had 
by developing the thing in the first place.” 

The Commerce Department points out that 
American exports of products requiring a low-or 
middle-level of technology to produce grew from 
$14 billion in 1968 to $36 bfllion in 1974. But 
Japanese exports of the same kinds of products 
grew from $19 billion to $35 billion and Germany 
raised its export total from $1 6 billion to $54 billion 
in the same period. 

At the same time, the U.S. came out well in the 
battle for exports labeled “technology intensive.” 
The U.S. total was$9.6 bfllion in 1968 and $26.6 
r Million in 1974. Japan's total in 1974 was $13.2 
"billion and Germany's $22 billion, making the 
• United States' then still the world leader. 

The National Science Foundation (NSF) points 
out that the United States dominates the world- 
wide electronics industry despite Japan's takeover 
of the radio and television markets. The pocket 
calculator is an American invention. So is the digital 
watch, whose sales last year were almost $2 bfllion 
worldwide. Digital watches now make up as much 
as one- third of the $2.8 billion U.S. watch market 
“A lot of people fussed when the European Air- 
bus made inroads into the jetliner market the U.S. 
once had to itself," the NSFs Dr. Alton Bean said 
the other day. “ But don’t forget the engines on that 
Airbus are American and don't forget that the Air- 
bus is a twin-engined wide- body jet designed for the 
European market. The Tri-jet the U.S. makes still 
has most of the wide- body market.” 

Nevertheless, the disquieting signs that the 
United States is suffering an annovabon recession 
are still there. The key question is why. Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology president 
Jerome B. Wiesner blames it on the thaw in the 
Cold War and a new skepticism in the Congress 
about ever-spiraling research budgets, especially in 
the field of medicine and health. 

“There were two things that made research grow 
in this country in the 50s and 60s,” Wiesner said. 
"The Cold War and congressional support of 
national health research.” 

The end of the Apollo program that put 12 men 
on the moon is also a cause of research decline. So is 
the end of the Vietnam War, where American 
weaponary was often inspired by Pentagon 
research. Some scientists believe the anti-nuclear 
movement and the rise in hostility toward technol- 
ogy are also behind the innovation recession. 

Many blame an outdated patent policy that 
doesn't provide enough protection to inventors and 
the rise in federal regulations that causes a slow- 
down in new product development. There are 
other, more subtle reasons, like the new impatience 
to wait the five to ten years for a new product to 
develop from research. Explains N. Bruce Hannav, 
vice president of research for Bell Telephone 
Laboratories: “I see on the research scene a greatly 
shortened time horizon. As a result, there is a 
decline in the effort on major innovation that pro- 
duces an entirely new class of technology or a new 
class of service." — (WP) 
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throughout all creation” says 
Critchlow, “is the starting point of

Quargnali has made this intel- 
ligence easifcr to see those of us 
who are not artists by joining such 
familiar objects as shells and flow- 
ers with the traditional Islamic 
patterns that their forms suggest. 
The viewer's attention first 
focuses on the colored representa- 
tional world, then delves beneath 
the visual surface of the familiar 
objects to their underlying pure 
forms. 

How is all this translated into 
the actual act of drawing? 

Quargnali begins by composing 
a still life: a few shells, or flowers 
— anything with beauty of line 
and form and with a potentially 
repetitive pattern. She copies 
these at close range and then relies 
on her intuition to choose an 
Islamic pattern that parallels the 
still life composition. In the 
accompanying illustration, for 
instance, the mosaic pattern of the 
circle and the whorls of the shells 
are precisely balanced. Quargnali 
sketches the geometric pattern in 
pencil; the natural objects she col- 
ors with pastels. The shells, picked 
up on a Dubai beach, are 
shadowed in a pale green which 
emphasizes their delicacy. 

Is it difficult to draw a seasheJJ? 
Enza Quargnali replies with a 
smile, “Yes it is. The technical 
part isn't difficult, but it is what 
you put into the drawing, that 
‘something else,' which is rare and 
difficult.” 

Quargnali speaks - about the 
desert light, color, and shapes. 


Having grown up in the vividly- 
colored world of Centra] Italy, 
Saudi Arabia is a totally new envi- 
ronment for her. She has had to 
train her eye here to pick out the 

colors. When the desert sun is high 
and intense, everything takes on a 
single shade. Thus it is better to 

paint at sunset or in the early 
morning, she feels, when the con- 
trast betwee n the colors is more 
evident.

The lines and shapes of the 
desert are a new experience for 
- her, not at all like the rolling hills 
of Umbria. Scanning the horizon, 
one sees no undulations here. 

Should one look down upon the 
Rub AJ Khali, however, from high 
above in the air, there are so many 
lines and patterns that the 
geometric patterns, in Islamic art 
seem' integral to the veiy topogra- 
phy of the land which became the 


birthplace of Islam. 

Quargnali expects that Islamic 
geometric patterns will continue 
to influence her work when she 
returns to the West. She points out 
that although she spent only one 
year in Pakistan, her experiences 
there affected her painting for 
years thereafter. 

Enza Quargnali has exhibited in 
over 50 shows, winning over a 
dozen prizes in Italy and America. . 


She also runs a summer school. La 
Roraita School of art. Located in 
Central Italy, it is affiliated with 
the University of New Mexico. 
The school attracts students from 
the United States and Europe. - 
Says Quargnali, “My experi- 
ence here in Arabia will have an 
impact on the way I look at the.

MANILA, May 6 (R) — U.N. 
Secretary-General Kurt Wal- 
dheim arrived Sunday for Mon- 
day's formal opening of a month- 
long bargaining session between 
the rich and poor nations of the 
world.

Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD), a 
massive gathering of 159 delega- 
tions, is designed to set guidelines 
for trade, aid and a so-called new 
economic order for the coming 
decade. 

-Secretary- General Gamani 
Corea of Sri t -anlta has voiced cau- 
tious optimism that some of the 
issues which have been dead- 
locked between the developed 
and developing world can be 
resolved, particularly in commod- 
ity agreements. 

Monday's meeting will be 
mainly ceremonial, with a formal 
inauguration to be addressed by 
Philippine President Ferdinand 
Marcos. 

The presidents wife, Imelda 
Marcos, as leader of the Philip- 
pines' delegation to the talks, wiD 
then be formally chosen as presi- 
dent of the conference, following 
UNCTAD tradition that this post 
goes to the host nation. 

Waldheim will deliver- his 
opening address to the first actual 
session of the conference in the 
afternoon. 

The agenda for the talks covers 
every aspect of world trade and 
development, some of which are 
bound to cause friction between 
the developed and developing 
blocs. 

One already emerging as a 
major source of confrontation is 
protectionism by developed 
nations against goods from semi- 
industriaHsed developing coun- 
tries. 

A trend towards such protec- 
tionism has been firmly pin- 
pointed by Corea as " disconcerts 
mg," and UNCTAD sources have 
indicated they consider the Euro- 
pean Common Market and Japan 
the chief culprits in this respek. 

But on his arrival here Saturday 
night, French Economics Minister 
Rene Monory, who is to act as the

For release of hostages 


El Salvador said ready 


to negotiate with gunmen 


SAN SALVADOR, May 6 
(Agencies) — El Salvador said 
Sunday it was prepared to negoti- 
ate the release of the Trench and 
Costa Rican ambassadors, being 
held hostage by leftist gunmen. 

President Carlos Humberto 
Romero said Saturday that no 
measures would be taken to 
endanger the lives of the hostages, 
including Ambassadors Michel 
Bondenne and Julio Esquivel 
Valverde. 

But the leftist gunmen from tbe 
Popular Revolutionary Bloc who 
seized the French and Costa Rican 
embassies on Friday to secure the 
release of five jailed comrades 
denied Sunday they were negotiat- 
ing with tbe Salvador go vemmenL 

A spokesman for the bloc made 


the denial in a telephone interview 
with reporters from inside the 
besieged French Embassy. He cal- 
led incorrect rumors that tbe 
group was discussing the release 
with the government of Gen. 
Romero. 

It was earlier thought tbe gun- 
men were holding about 30 hos- 
tages in both embassies. But a 
foreign ministry spokesman said 
there were only five hostages in 
each embassy. 

The hostages at the French 
embassy were Ambassador Don- 
denne, a male employee whose 
identity was not yet known, two 
French secretaries and one Sal- 
vadorean secretary. 

In the Costa Rican Embassy the 
hostages were Ambassador 
Esquivel Valverde, two Costa 


U.K. urged to bear 
burden of Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, May 6 (AP) — 
Rhodesia's first black prime 
minister. Bishop Abel Muzorewa, 
has urged Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher to consider bring- 
ing Zimbabwe- Rhodesia back to 
being a British responsibility. 

Sir Harold Wilson made a 
grievous mistake when he abro- 
gated British responsibility by tak- 
ing the issue of UDI to the United 
Nations, be said. 

“Mrs. Thatcher has the right 
and the power to rectify this. Our 
two governments would then be in 
a position to settle the issues amic- 
ably and in fairness and justice," 
be said. 

Muzorewa said what tbe British 
government did would greatly 
influence and determine the 
actions of other democratic world 
leaders and governments, particu- 
larly the United States. 

He recalled Tory statements 
that it would be the duty of a Brit- 


ish government to bring Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia back to legality, 
move to lift sanctions and help win 
international recognition if they 
were satisfied that tbe Rhodesian 
election was free and fair and 
showed a reasonable turnout. 

Muzorewa was elected in the 
nation’s first universal suffrage 
elections last month, and is 
scheduled to take over from Prime 
Minister Ian Smith in June. 

The bishop's United African 
National Council won SI out of 
100 seats in the House of Assem- 
bly. 

At the town of Sinoia, mean- 
while, 100 kilometers north west 
of Salisbury, it was reported four 
senior officials of the UANC have 
been suspended from their posts. 

The suspensions followed the 
officials’ support of top party 
officer James Chikerema's 
charges of “nepotism” against the 
bishop, the deputy provincial sec- 


retary, Joshiah Mudzengi, said.

Rican secretaries and two Sal- 
vadorean domestic employees. 

Gen. Romero said his govern- 
ment was ready to negotiate the 
release of the hostages, so long as 
negotiations were arranged by an 
impartial mediating team. 

The foreign ministry spokes- 
man said the ambassadors bad not 
yet been allowed to leave their 
embassies. He said authorities 
had cut off light, water and tele- 
phone lines to both embassies. 

He said there were 16 gunmen 
inside the French embassy and 
only three inside the Costa Rican 
mission. 

Meanwhile, in tbe third terrorist 
attack in two days, several persons 
fired automatic weapons at a 
national police car Saturday after- 
noon in the nation's capital, killing 
one agent and wounding another, 
authorities said. 

A spokesman for the El Sal- 
vador government called the 
takeover of the French and Costa 
Rican embassies and two other 
terrorist attacks “an orchestrated 
anti-Salvadorean campaign." 

Police did not know if those 
responsible for shooting at the 
police car were members of the 
“Popular Revolutionary Bloc.” 

In another attack on Friday, two 
policemen and a private security 
guard were shot to death a few 
hours after the embassies were 
siezed. A leftist guerrilla group 
known as the “Popular Liberation 
Front" claimed responsibility for 
those deaths. 

On Jan. 16 about 30 members 
of die leftist United Popular 
Action Front took over the Mexi- 
can embassy here and held 130 
people hostage to secure the 
release of political prisoners in El 
Salvador and the abrogation of 
tough security laws. 

But after 24 hours they sought 
political asylum which was 
granted by Mexico, and the Sal- 
vadorean government allowed 
them to leave the country after the 
hostages were released.

Italy parties argue 
over terror attacks 


ROME, May 6 (R) — Italy's 
election campaign heated up Sun- 
day with the ruling Christian 
Democrats and their Communist 
rivals blaming each other for the 
increase in terrorism. 

The debate was touched off by 
an urban guerrilla attack on a 
Christian Democratic Party office 
here last week in which one 
policeman was shot dead and two 
seriously wounded. The raid coin- 
cided with the opening of the elec- 
tion campaign. (See related story 
page 5) 


A front-page editorial in the 
Communist daily ** L' Unita" Sun- 
day blamed successive Christian 
democratic governments for the 
failure to eradicate political viol- 
ence. 


“Only a government that 
indudes the Communist Party 
could provide the efficiency which 
is missing today in the fight against 
terrorism,” the Communist paper 
said. 


Mrs. Thatcher faces union confrontation 


But the Christian Democratic 
newspaper “D Popolo’’ reported 
that Italy’s terrorism bad its roots 
in Communist ideology. 


LONDON, May 6 (R) — Mar- 
garet Thatcher, Britain's first 
woman prime minister, formed 
her government this weekend 
amid rumblings of trade onion dis- 
content. 

A stream of visitors passed 
through 10 Downing Street as 
Mrs. Thatcher — decisive winner 
of last Thursday's general 
election — quickly put together a 
team drawn from both the moder- 
ate and right wings of the Conser- 
vative Party. 

Missing from the 22-member 
cabinet was former Prime Minis- 
ter Edward Heath, the old rival 
she overthrew from Conservative 
leadership four years ago. 

Foreign secretary, the job many 
tipped for Heath, went instead to 
Lord Carrington. (See profiles, 
page 5). 

As expected James Prior, a 
popular, affable politician, got one 
of the most controversial posts — 
employment secretary. He will 
handle relations wjth tire trade 
unions and faces the immediate 
threat of a strike by 500,000 
schoolteachers. 

It was union-government con- 
frontations that precipitated the 
downfall of Heath's government 
in 1974 and contributed to last 
week’s defeat of James Cal- 
laghan's minority Labor administ- 
ration. 

Opinion polls showed that last 
winter’s strikes were a major 
reason for Labor’s failure at the 
polls. The party drew its smallest 
share of tire vote — 36.9 per cent 
— * since 1931.

LONDON, May 6 |AP) — 
Scotland Yard agents foiled an 
Irish Republican Army bid to 
assassinate Roy Mason, Britain's 
outgoing Northern Ireland secret- 
ary" during the general election 
campaign, informed police 
sources disclosed Sunday. 

They said the attack was plan- 
ned to take place while Mason, 55. 
was campaigning in his electoral 
district of Barnsley in Northern 
England in mid- April. 

But military intelligence in 
Northern Ireland got word of the 
plan by the IRA’s “provisional" 
wing and alerted authorities in 
London. 

Scotland Yard immediately 
doubled Mason's bodyguard of 
four armed Police Special Branch 
agents and “initiated other 
emergency security plans" the 
! sources reported. 

The IRA called off the assassi- 
nation operation a few days later 
when they learned intelligence 
had uncovered it. 

The sources gave no other 
details. Mason was not available 
for comment. 

Political leaders and scores of 
other possible targets among can- 
didates in the election were closely 
guarded during the election after 
guerrillas linked with the IRA 
assassinated ranking Conservative 
Party leader Airey Neave in Lon- 
don March 30. 

Neave, the righthand man of 
Britain's newly-elected Prime 
•Minister Margaret Thatcher, died 
when a booby-trap bomb blew np 
his car outside Parliament. Neave 
was the Conservatives' spokes- 
man of Northern Ireland and 
advocated tougher action against 
the IRA. 

The IRA is a mainly Roman 
Catholic guerrilla movement 
fighting to end British rule and 
Protestant domination of North- 
ern Ireland. It seeks eventually to 
reunite the province with the 
neighboring Irish Republic, which 
is overwhelmingly Catholic. 

Meanwhile, in Northern Ire- 
land, gunmen Sunday killed a Brit- 
ish soldier and a police officer, 
both working undercover, in the 
border village of Lisnaskea in an 
ambush police reported. 

Tbe gunmen, believed to be 
members of the IRA's “provi- 
sional" wing, riddled their victims' 
unmarked car with more than 40 
bullets, a spokesman said. 

Police sources said both men 
were killed instantly. Witnesses 
reported one agent was sprawled 
on the road, the other slumped 
over the wheel.

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LONDON, May 6 (R) — After 
defeat at the polls, Jeremy 
Thorpe, once a rising star of 
post-war British politics, goes on 
trial this week accused of plotting 
a murder. 

Thorpe, 50, dapper ex-leader of 
the Liberal Party, and three other 
men charged with him, step into 
the dock before a iudee and iurv 
on Tuesday in what will rank 
among tire most sensational trials 
in Britain in modern times. 

The intended victim of a murder 
plot — the state alleges -was Nor- 
man Scott, 38, a genteel former 
model who claims to have damag- 
ing information about Thorpe. 

Eton-educated Thorpe strenu- 
ously denies Scott's allegations 
and the courtroom charge that, 
afraid for his career, he later 
wanted Scott silenced. 

“I look forward to establishing 
my innocence," he told voters 
when, free on bail, he made a vain 
attempt in last week’s general 
election to keep the North Devon 
seat he had held for 20 years. 

Scott now will relate bus allega- 
tions again to a red-robed judge. 
Sir Joseph Cantley, and a jury of 
12 at the Old Bailey, London's 
famed central criminal court with 
its gold, rooftop statue of the blind 
goddess of justice.
